Senate Rebuffs Ike, Votes 
465 Million for Airports 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Senate dealt Presi- 
dent Eisenhower his second economy setback in 24 hours 
Friday night by passing a 465-million-dollar airport aid 
program, far bigger than one he. sought. 


The roll call vote was 63-22. 
The Democratic bill, like a 
housing measure passed Thurs- 
day night, went hundreds of 
millions of dollars beyond the 
spending recommendations of the 
President. 


Even so, the Democrats showed 
some signs of yielding to the 
President’s economy demands. 
Before serious debate on the bill 
got underway, they agreed to a 
100-million dollar cut in their own 
bill. 

As finally approved, the. bill

Asked in Senate 


| _ By GENE BRITTON 
Administration leaders Friday tossed proposed legis- 
lation into the Senate to allow the governor to set up a 
new state racket-busting commission. 


The Georgia Crime Investiga- 
ting Commission, under the bill, 
would have subpoena powers and 
would be empowered to probe 
activities of organized underworld 
syndicates operating in Georgia. 


It would be authorized to inves- 
tigate all types of crime, but 
prostitution, gambling, lotteries, 
counterfeiting, tax fraud and vio- 
lations of narcotics and liquor 
laws are mentioned in the bill. 


GOVERNORS PREROGATIVE 


The bill does not activate the 
Crime Commission, but empow- 
ers the governor to do so at his 
pleasure. 


Gov. Vandiver told his press 
conference Friday he has no in- 
tention of forming the commis- 
sion right away. 


There is “‘no great problem” 
crimewise at present, he said. 


He said the proposed legislation 
was prompted by a recommenda- 
tion of the Fulton County Grand 
Jury. 

INTRODUCED BY SANDERS 


I¢ was introduced by Sen. Carl 
Sanders, administration floor lead- 
er in the Senate, and Sen. Rob- 
ert Jordan, Senate president pro 
tem. 


The commission, when formed, 
would be made up of five mem- 
bers named by the governor. They 
would serve at his pleasure, but 
not beyond the expiration of his 
term of office. 


The commission would also be 
empowered to hire legal counsel, 
investigators and clerical per- 
sonnel. It would be required to 
submit an annual report on its 
activities to the governor and the 
General Assembly for as long 
as it remained active. 


Broad subpoena powers would 
be granted the commission under 
the bill, The commission wouid 
be authorized to “seek the aid” 
of any superior court judge in 
having contempt charges filed

How Many Insults 
Must We Endure? 


Any hope of achieving a diplomatic 
breakthrough in dealing with the Soviet 
Union received a severe setback late 
Thursday. 


Release by the U.S. State Department 
of contents of a recording of radio con- 
versations between five Russian fighfer 


armed American transport last Septem- 
ber is deeply shocking. Seventeen Ameri- 
can airmen aboard the aircraft are miss- 
ing. 

It is true the incident occurred over 
Soviet Armenia. Charges by the State 
Department that the plane may have 
been misled by Soviet radio signals to en- 
croach upon Communist territory may not 
be borne out by facts. But damaging 
proof that the aircraft deliberately was 
shot down with no attempt to force it to 
land and Moscow’s ‘official lies about it 
demonstrate to the .world and to the 
United States the absolute perfidy of the 
Russian government. 


Moscow had said the plane crashed 
in Soviet territory and that six bodies 
were recovered. It denied knowledge of 
the remaining 11 known to be aboard. 


Surely the State Department would 
not have made its serious charges nor 
released contents of the recording if tiie 
latter had not been authentic. 

The incident, of course, backs with 
proof charges by many Western leaders 
that agreements with Soviet Union are 
useless. This demonstration of the big lie 
and absolute disregard of international 
law shows once more that the only lan- 
guage the Russians understand is brute 
force. 

The disclosure will give much impetus 
to pressures in Congress to increase our 
own defense effort. Certainly it will show 
the folly of such defeatism as that ex- 
pressed by Secretary of Defense McElroy 
that this country does not intend to match 
Russian missile strength. 

Sen. Russell, Georgia’s able chairman 
of the Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee, expresses the prevailing congressional 
and natidndl sentiment in saying the in- 
cident “should increase our awareness of 
the need for an adequate military de- 
fense in this country.” 

In view of this shocking occurrence, 
how can the United States and the West 
be expected to take the word of the Soviet 
Union in anything? How long and how 
often must we be kicked around? 

These words of the Russian pilot in 
shooting down the unarmed U.S. plane 
should become a guide to the nation in 
building its defenses for whatever may 
come: “I will finish him off, boys. I will 
finish him off on the run.” We need no 
plainer warning than that about what 
could happen should we fail to maintain 
the strength necessary for our own sur- 
vival.

Gov. Meyner Is Right 
About Mental Hospitals 


The governor of New Jersey has a 
name for his state’s mental hospital. He 
calls it “a monument to society’s fail- 
ures.” 

Gov. Robert Meyner told a Jersey 
audience recently he hoped his state 
would never again build a large mental 
hospital. 

He said many of the inmates are sen- 
ior citizens. They are the aged, whose 
sole disturbance is senility. He said, 
“They should be handled more humanely 
in small units nearer their homes and 
families.” 

The New Jersey governor believes, 
too, that many of the emotionally ill can 
be treated more quickly, humanely and 
successfully in general hospitals. 

And he realizes the best treatment is 
early treatment, as with cancer or tu- 
berculosis, that keeps the patient from 
becoming totally incapacitated and fit 
only for an institution. 

Georgians should pay particular at- 
tention to that kind of advice. 

The State Hospital at Milledgeville 
likewise is a monument to society’s fail- 
ures, 

Our planning from here on should in- 
clude homes for the aged and regional 
— for the treatment of the mentally 
ill. 

The Milledgeville State Hospital 
should not grow with our population.

Lets Deal Realistically 
With Retirement Funds 


Proposals on how to invest or control 
funds accumulated through the state’s 
various retirement systems are to be 
thrashed out in the General Assembly 
within the next few days. 

Some phases of legislation introduced 
on the subject have merit but one par- 
ticular bill is packed with danger. It 
would require that 40 per cent of the 
Employes Retirement System’s funds be 
invested in Georgia real estate and politi- 
cal subdivision revenue certificates and 
bonds. 

Such a restriction virtually would 
handcuff trustees of the fund in their ef- 
forts to act in accordance with market 
conditions, which change rapidly. As 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. pointed 
out in his vigorous opposition to the bill, 
the retirement fund could earn only the 
3 per cent interest rate normally paid on 
county and municipal securities since the 
fund is not helped by the tax-exempt 
provision which attracts private investors. 

The effect ot the bill would be to tie 
up large sums of money in investments 
returning a lower yield than could be 
obtained elsewhere. 

Another bill pertaining to retirement 
systems is that which would create a 
Georgia Industrial Development Admin- 
istration. While the apparent intent is 
to encourage ‘industrialization through 
making mortgage loans available from 
funds in various retirement systems, it is 
doubtful that the new board could ac- 
complish much more in that direction than 
is being done under the present setup. 

However, the proposed board and the 
bill creating it would serve some useful 
purposes. For one thing it limits to two- 
thirds of appraised value the amount that 
may be loaned on mortgages. 

It also places all the various retire- 
ment system’s funds under one group, 
thus paving the way for better coordina- 
tion and ending the comptroller general’s 
powerful control over investments from 
the peace officers’ and firemen’s funds. 
That in itself would be constructive.

For a health project, she as- 
sisted in drives for polio, heart 
and cancer funds. Diane par- 
ticipated in a campaign to rid 
her community of rodents, and 
to test well water. A volunteer 
typist for the Red Cross blood 
bank, she was also instrumental 
in arranging for the county 
nurse to give typhoid shots in 
the community.

WASHINGTON (AP) The 
Treasury made a surprise an- 
nouncement Friday that it will 
borrow 1% billion dollars in new 
cash next week. It needs the mon- 
ey because of what it termed un- 
usually high'“‘attrition” in its cur- 
rent 15-billion-dollar refinancing. 

The department said holders of 
$2,081,000,000 of maturing securi- 
ties demanded payment in cash 


instead of exchanging them for 
new issues offered for this week. 


Officials said the demand for 
cash payment—known as attrition 


- was somewhat heavier than ex- At 


pected. 


In next week’s borrowing, the 
Treasury will offer investors 1% 
billion dollars of 217-day tax an- 
ticipation bills. The bills will be 
dated Feb. 16 and will mature 
Sept. 21. They will be accepted 
at face value in payment of taxes 
due Sept. 15. 


The full terms will be an- 
nounced Monday. Tenders for the 
bills will be opened Wednesday. 

On the attempted 15 billion dol- 
lars of refinancing, the Treasury 
said holders of the maturing se- 
curities agreed to accept $11,362,- 
000,000 of the new 3% per cent 
certificates and $1,429,000,000 of 
the new 4 per cent Trcasury 
notes. j 


Officials gave no explanation for | 


the heavy attrition. However, they 
said the fact that both the cer- 
tificates and notes were quoted at 
par or better at the close of Fri- 
day’s market “demonstrated that 
the market considered them at- 
tractively priced.”
